A Bin to Encourage Immigration. 


We bave been handed by Mr. Shumate, 
of the House, one of the Committee to 
whom the original bill was referred, the 
bill, which we publish this morning, pro- 
viding for the encouragement of immigra- 
tion into this State. This bill was unani- 
mously agreed upon by the Committee. 
composed of Messrs. Anderson, Saussey, 
Shumate, Lane. Hillyer, Gray and Philips. 
We understand the bill will be introduced 
this morning, and as it meets the objec- 
tions of many who opposed the original 
bill, and since we believe it is the best bill 
that can be passed at present, we trust it 
will be adopted. 

On examination it will be seen that the 
bill provides for a domestic and foreign 
commissioner for the term of two years, 
specitying their duties and fixing the sala- 
ries of each. The sum to be appropriated 
is $10 000. and the manner of its expendi- 
ture distinctly set forth. In no event 
can this amount be transcended. The time 
will be sufficient in which to teat the sub- 
ject practically, and should it promise sal- 
utary. results there will be no difficulty at 
the expiration in securing its extension.

ment. Therefore, they endeavor (and gen- 
erally succeed) to compress as much fun 
and jollity into this one day as there would 
de if’ferty ordinary days. Hence, you will 
perceive at once, that while arainy Sunday 
is unpleasant, a rainy Mardi Gras would be 
horrible. Mardi Gras is essentially a Cath- 
olic institution, and has its home in Catho- 
le countries. In Italy and Spain tt flour- 
ishes in its greatest perfection under the 
name of Carnival.“ The French call it 
Mardi Gras. So far as the United States is 
concerned, it is peculiarly a New Orleans 
institution. Here, with Catholics who keep 
Lent and non-Catholics who do not join 
in tlie festivities of the occasion, it is a day of 
mirth, of jollity, of almost unrestrained li- 
cense. It is a day of masquerade in the 
streets; closed by a night of masquerade in 
the ball room. Every where on the streets, 
you see marks of all kinds, forms and col- 
ors. Men dressed like women, and 
women as men; both as Kings 
and Queens, William Tells, Chinese, 
Mandarins, Grand Turks, Indians, Negroes, 
Donkeys, Humpty Dumpty, Black Crook. 
White Fawn, and some in the likeness ot 
nothing in the heavens above, the earth: 
beneath, nor in the waters under the earth. 
From early morn till night the streets are 
thronged with this motley assemblage; 
those who masked enjoyed their masquer- 
ade, and those who did not, enjoyed seeing 
those whadid. With night comes Ye 
Mystick Krewe of Comus,” springing up 
as if by magic, near the Clay statute in 
Canal street, and forming a procession 
flanked on either side by hundreds of 
amps, march up Camp as far as St. Joseph, 
then turn into St. Charles street — 
stop at the City Hall, 


the Orphan Home. To deseribe this pro- 
cessioh ‘so that it could be understood by 
those who have never witnessed’ such a 
scene, is beyond my power. Partly to save 
time, but more because it is better than any 
thing I could do myself, I extract the fol- 
lowing description from the Times of this 
morning:

Touch. These emblematic representations 
gave the performers an opportunity of per- 
sonating in a fantastic and amusing man- 
ner, various species of animals, insects, 
fruits and flowers. The Genius of Decay. 
strikingly represeuted with the various 
marks of his effacing fingers in the divis- 
ion illustrative of Touch, upon some of the 
monyments of antiquity. These ruins were 
represented by the shafts and capitals ol 

illars, which hinted at Nineveh or Baby- 
on, and that with an Egyptian sphynx, 
the design was weil carried out. Two oth- 
ers of the most striking figures were a bell- 
cow, us indicative of sound, and a repre- 
sentation of the gigantic personage who in 
nursery rhyme could smell the blood of an 
Englishman. Possibly, however, if this 
tigure had been represented with a bundle 
of the odoriferous city money, or if the fig- 
ure of the Street Commissioner had been 
substituted as the type of the stench aris- 
ing from the streets and gutters, the idea 
would have been still more readily under- 
stood by most of the spectators. 


To say the Opera House was crowded. 
conveys but a limited idea of the density 
with which it was packed, Ladies in ele: 
gant toilettes, tasteful .coiffures, and bluz- 
ing with diamonds. occupied covery seat. The 
Lords of Creation, so-called, made the beat 
disposition of themselves practicable. The 
tableaux by the Mystick Krewe, were the 
same as the procession described jn the ex- 
tract fram the Times, and on their conclu- 
sion, which wag about 12 o’clock, (when 
the Krewe disappeared as mystericusly as 
they came,) the younger portion of the 
audience thronged to the parquette which 
had previously been floored over for the 
dance, while the more sedate, like myself, 
went.to their homes. 

Notwithstanding the universsl merri- 
ment, and unusual license allowed, but few 
arrests were made during the day. A few 
men were uproarious by-fusil oil or some 
other poison. and an occasional overhappy 
woman, who allowed her, enjoyment to 
overcome her sense of propriety, reached 
the station house. But, compared with 


the multitude who devoted the day to un- 
restrained pleasure, they were as nothing. 
This is doubtless owing, in a great measure, 
to the admirable police arrangements 
which had been made, and which went in- 
to effect on that morning. but it is also due 
in part to the fact that Mardi Gras is con- 
sidered by our population as a day in 
whicn they are not only to enjoy pleasure 
themselves. but to contribute to the pleas- 
ure of others as well.
